THE PRESIDENT’S “HAPPY NEW YEAR”

A large Gathering of Distinguished People— 
The Diplomatic Corps— Elaborate Cos- 
tumes—The Holiday Elsewhere. 


Wasnincton, January 2.—New Year came 
in with a bright and beautiful day in Washing- 
ton. The sun shone warmly in an almost 
éloudiess sky, and with the exception of ice- 
covered sidewalks in the early morning, which 
made walking a little difficult, the day was all 
that could be desired. The white house was 
the main point of interest to the official world 
and the public today; and long before the be- 
ginning of the president’s annual reception, 
the great iron gates closing Pennsylvania 
avenue entrances to the grounds were sur- 
rounded by people, who gazed with curiosity at 
the brilliantly costumed throng of diplomat- 
and officers as it filed through into the execu 
tive mansion. The interior was tastefully 
decorated with potted plants, flowers and 
vines. All of the shades were drawn, and the 
gas burned brightly in crystal chandeliers 
which were festooned with smilax and other 
graceful vines. The vestibule was almost 
filled with the ‘searlet-coated marine band, 
which, under the direction of Professor Sousa, 
discgursed pleasing music as the ceremonies 
rc ressed., _ 
. A tew minutes after eleven o'clock the band 
began “Hail to the Chief!’ and the reception 

arty descended the staircase and entered the 
as parlor. Marshal Wilson and Lieutenant 
Duvall, United States Navy, led the party, 
followed by the president and Miss Bayard ; 
Secretary Layard and Mrs. Cleveland; Secre- 
tary Faireluld and Mrs. Whitney; Secre- 
tary Endicott and Mrs. Fairchild; Post 
master General Vilas and Colonel La- 
mont. Secretary Whitney came later 
and joined the party in the blue parlor. Mar- 
shal Wilson took position at the west door of 
the room and introduced officials and the pub- 
fic to the president, who stood at his right 
hand. Lieutenant Duvall performed a like 
service for officers of the army and navy. Mrs. 
Cleveland stoos gext to the president and was 
assisted by adjes Bayard, Mrs. Fairelild and 
Mrs. Whitney: @,xce in .the rear of the re- 
ception room pasn.g was tilled with persons 
prominent in Wash%mgton official society, 
among them being Miss Endicott. Mrs. La- 
mont, Miss Vilas, Miss Garland, Mrs. Sheri- 
dan, Mrs. A. E. Stevenson, Mrs. Leo Kuott, 
Mrs. H. S. Thompsen, Mrs. Pryor, Mrs.

When the party had taken up its position 
and exchanged greetings with members of the 
cabinet, the diplomatic corps was received. 
All of the foreigu ministers, except the repre- 
sentatives frou Portugal and Italy, were pres- 
ent. Senor Preston, cf Hayti, dean of the 
corps, led the party, which made a brilliant 
picture, in lavishly embroidered 7 eben 
costumes. The Chinese minister and his suite, 
clad in richly decorated silk oriental garb, at- 
tracted much attention. The supreme court 
next paid its respects to the presidenjs, all of 
the members being present. It was followed 
by judges of the court of claims and members 
a the district judiciary. Then came senators 
and representatives in congress, with their 
ladies, rather more in number tian is usual 
upon New Year’s day. Speaker Carlisle did 
not enter with the members of the house, but 
came nearly half an hour late. Officers of 
the army and navy, who had assembled 
at their respective departments, reached the 
doorway just as the last of the representatives 
passed through the blue room. 

Lieutenant General Philip Sheridan hcaded 
the army ofiicers, while Rear Admiral Joueti 
led the naval contingent. All of the ofticers 
in Washington, active and retired, were in 
line, making a preity picture with their dark 
blue uniforms, gilt epaulettes and side arms. 
Next came the regents and secretary of the 
Smithsonian institute, the commissioner of 
agriculture, civil service commissioners, inter- 
state commerce commission, assistant secre- 
tares of dcpartments, assistant postmaster- 
general, solicitor general, assistant attorney- 
general, heads of bureaus of the several de- 
partments, and president of the Columbia in- 
Stitute for the deaf and dumb. 

A notable break in the programme at this 
point was fhe nou-appearance of the Assovi- 
ated Soldiers of the Warof 1812. Last year 
they numbered but six, but today not one 
made his appearance. The Grand Army of 
the Republic, with a large number of members, 
and the Oldest Inhabitants association, of the 
District of Columbia, were the last organized 
bodies toexchange greetings with the presi- 
dential party, and it was half-past twelve 
o'clock before the western gate was thrown 
open and the general public admitted. 

Although people were present in large num- 
bers, the crowd was hardly equal to those of 
previous years, presumably for the reason that 
most of the citizens have been able to gratify 
their desire to meet the president at his weekly 
receptions during the fall and winter. The 
reception terminated at two o'clock, having 
passed off successfully in every particular, 
and without an untoward incident.

OUR SHIPPING, 


Report of the Commissioner of Na 
The Coasting a 
WaAsHtnoton, January 2.—The report of C, 
B. Morton, commissioner of navigation, is a 
compendium of information relating to ship- 
ping. not only of the United States but of the 
world. It shows that the business is one, per- 
haps more than any other, governed by the 
coin petition of all nations, and says that unless 
American ships in foreign ports, or in our own, 
ean take cargoes'as cheap or more chea ly than 
English,Norwegian, German or Spanish ——— 
transported by foréign 


nmerchandise will be 
vessels. | 

The commissioner set forth in deta] many acts 
and advantages enjoyed by shipping of other 
nations, and concludes that it is impossible, 
without a change of present conditions, for 
ovr navigation to regain its lost suppremacy in 
the foreign trade. esays that our vessels 
must be put on an equality with foreign. ships, 
or they must begradually forced out offthe cons 
test. Bounties or subscription are paid by 
Spain, Italy, Germany, France and British 
v. ssels have been and are bonded under one 
guise oranother. The report alludes to va- 
rious facts relating to the West Indian and 
South American trade which naturatly belongs 
to this country, but it is almost monopolized 
by European ships. The coasting trade is de- 
scribed as moderately flourishing. 

The cominissioner recommends that the 
coasting trade be relieved of its burden as to 
pilotage fees, on the ground that in any cases 
where pilots were formerly essential, the gov- 
ernment has expended miilions of dollars in 
improving channels, in placing beacons and 
buoys as guides, in making measurements and 
accurately noting them on carefully prepared 
charts, and in erecting light houses. He thinks 
shipping should receive the. benefit of these 
improvements in a reduction of charges for pi- 
lotage, and that congress should abolish the 
compulsory features of state laws imposing pi- 
lotage, half pilotage, or license on coasting 
vessels, so that the practice may be uniform in 
all the states. Hespeaks of the impolicy of 
the local taxation of vessels, and its tendency 
to drive the ownership of vessels from the 
place where they are taxed to places where 
they are not taxed, as well as the fact that it 
weights them in their contest with foreign 
shipping, not only not taxed, but subsidized. 
He says that the expense of state quarantine 
should be paid by the parties interested, that 
is by the general public, and that fees for the 
support of stations and salaries of officers, 
shonld not be exaeted of vessels, the owners 
of which suffer more than their share in hav- 
ing their vessels detained in quarantine, while 
at expense for crew and loss of services. - 

The commissioner is of the opinion ‘that 


American sailing or steam vessels should be.; 


allowed to transport goods on which duties 
have been served without further bonds, the 
vessel being already bonded under the naviga- 
tion laws, and the present regulations, consti- 
tuting discrimination against ordinary sailing 
vessels and steamers of the United States not 
forming a part of the regular lines. An 
amendment of the law relating to tonnage tax 
is recommended so that steam vessels may pay 
on the same relative capacity as sailing vessels. 
The present tax discriminates in favor of for- 
eign vessels. The commissioner deprecates 
the many hardships enceuntered by ship own- 
ers by the reason of constant changes going on 
in navigation from sail to steam, from wood to 
iron, and from iron to steel, and also 
by reason of foreign bounties, subsidies 
and aids granted to foreign ships competing 
with ovr vessels both in the 
service and fisheries. The commissioner 
says he is specially wroth that Canadians 
should have made $5,500,000, foolishly given 
them by the United States for almost worth- 
less fishing privileges, making a fund, the in

THE MINERS JOIN IN, 


And a General Strike at the Mines | 


Ordered 
TO GO INTO EFFECT THIS MORNING 


Latest Phases of the Keading Railroad Trou_ 
ble -The Trains Moving Along with 
New ee News Generally. 


PHILApELPHIA, Pa., January 2.—There is 
no material change apparent in the Reading 
railroad strike here today. The Knights of 
Labor whe left the company’s.emploey are still 
in a state of masterly mactivity, while the 
company’s officials say they experience no dif- 
ficulty in securing all the men needed for 
the proper handling of business. Today being 
holiday the quietness prevailing at several 
shipping points here is attributed to that fact, 
but the knights claim that a great number of 
their fraternity have retired from the service 
of the company, and that the effect will be 
shown tomorrow when the company’ shipping 
business will be regularly resuined. 

At Reading the coal and freight traffic, while 
in full operation on the Reading railroad, is not 
as brisk as it was before the present labor 
troubles. It is apparent that the new men are 
unable to move trainsas rapidly as the old 
ones. A majority of the coal mines are idle, 
and this ikewise has its effect on traftic. For 
the 24 hours ending with tonight forty coal 
trains, made up of 3,172 loaded coal cars, 
passed down the road, and thirty-eight trains, 
composed of 3,0T3 empty cars, came up from 
Port Richmond. Usually the total number of 
coal cars, loaded and empty, passing through 
this city on Sunday was from 10,000 to 12,000. 
Yesterday sixteen freight trains passed up the 
road and twelve down. This is also a decrease 
from the daily shipments a month ago. There 
is now fear by the business community that 
shop hands in this city will strike. It is an 
assured fact that they will not doso. In evi- 
dence of the appreciation of the conduct of the 
men here, and as a further measure of concil- 
iation, a circular was issued by Superintendent 
Cable and distributed among all employes 
hére, thanking them in the name of the com- 
pany for their loyalty and faithfulness in 
standing by the company, and promising that 
their good conduct should not be forgotten. 
The men in this city, while not taking official 
action at their agsembly meeting, general] 
speak in denunciation of Sharkey, Lee an 
other leaders who, they say, having now. been 
discharged by the COMPANY, try to foment 
trouble and lead old and faithful employes, 
who have -no grievance, to strike. Advices 
from north of Reading today say that at Gor- 
don plane a full conrpiement of hands are at 
work. The plane was kept in operation all of 
Sunday, and a large quantity of freight and 
soft coal was hoisted. 

Superintendent F. Lawler, of Shamokin, 
reports today that he is well supplied with 
men, and really has more now than he re- 
quires to handle the trade. At Mahoney 
plane the strike is more serious, but with the 
collieries all idle officials have not experi- 
enced much trouble in handling its business. 
At all other points on the Shamokin division 
everything was reported quiet this morning. 
Police have been stationed at all points where 
trouble is tikely to cecur. About 300 special 
officers have been distributed from this city 
along the main line. 

From now on, Superintendent Cable antici- 
pates lighter coal shipments because all the 
coal cars which have blocked up on_ sidings 
have been moved and many idle colliertes 
will Gatiséa great falliug off in the coai trade.

There is not enough coal on hand i 
to supply private consumers more 
eral weeks, and prices are going up. 

The Eagle this afternoon pathishés an inter- 
view with Anthony Lalley, president of the 
Miners and Laborers’ Amalgamated associa- 
tion, who has worked in the mines forty years. 
In reference to the strike in. the coal regions 
Mr. Lalley says that he regards such a strike 
as unwise. No good result, he thinks. ever 
came from strikes, and he is opposed to them. 
He says that he ‘has hever yet known of a 
lockout where the men gained anything, even 
if their demands were acceded. th parties, 
he says, are injured, and it often takes months 
and years to recover from their effects. Presi- 
dent Lalley favors arbitration He says that 
he will oppose anything rash, and thinks that 
there are enough cool-headed miners in the 
district to prevent a_ strike, The les- 
son of past strikes, he RAYS, has 
demonstrated the folly of such action., He 
does not believe that the miners can afford the 
strike. In his opinion, ifthe company shows 
a disposition to arbitrate, the men will resume 
work tomorrow, He charges President Corbin 
with trying to destroy the Knights of Labor, 
but does not think he will succeed. He be- 
lieves that the various coal companies have 
combined and made war tocrush out labor 
organizations, and declares that members will 
meet it, but with peaceable means. He regrets 
that the anarchists have interested themselves 
in the welfare of Philadelphia and Readjng 
employes. He adds: 

‘We have no sympathy with murderers, 
thieves, robbers and incendiaries. They are 
our greatest ememies. They should be banished 
from this country. We don’t want the 
sympathy of cut throats.”’ 

At Shamokin a meeting cf the Kuights of 
Labor and railroaders was held today, and asa 
result a general strike of miners and railroad- 
ers wili ' made tomorrow throughout the 
anthracite region, except in Wyoming valley. 
The miners strongly condemned the course of 
the railroad contpany and the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers also, and made an ap- 
peal to men who contemplate coming to the 
region to seek work to remain away till the 
strike is settled. They also advised hotel and 
boardinghouse-kee ers not to entertan ‘‘scabs,”’ 
and declared their iatention to fight to the 
finish. The entire coal region was represented 
at the meeting. The sentimentof the meeting 
was unanimously in favor of a lockout. a 
thing is quiet. Businessis greatly depressed. 
The miners declare they can stand out six 
months. 

The Reading railroad today passed out of the 
hands of the receivers and officers of the road 
assumed full control, this action being taken 
in accordance with an order from the United 
States court. The transfer was not made with 
any formalities. The receivers in a circular 
abandoned their control, and President Cor- 
bin acknowledged the receipts of this, and his 
acceptance in reply ofjalike nature. The re- 
ceivers have not yet finished all that is to be 
done before they really retire, and are hard at 
work upon a settlement of accounts and a re- 
port, which will be submitted at the usual 
meeting of stockholders, which will be held 
next Monday. President Corbin will also 
havé a report, which is now in preparation. 


Reducing the Wages. 

Sr. Louis, January 2.—There is much su 

ressed feeling among employes of the Gould

In London 
prices have advanced 6d. Sales of English 
wheat during the past week were 41,580 quarters 
at 30s 9d, against 34,766 quarters at 35s for the 
corresponding week last year. Foreign wheat 
is stronger.. In Liverpool prices are 1 to 2d 
per cental higher. Corn is stronger. There 
were two arrivals of wheat cargoes. One was 
withdrawn and three remain. At today’s 
market both English and foreign wheat were 
held for 1s advance. 6 to 9d advance was 
readily obtainable. Flour was 6d _ higher. 
Oats sold 3d advance. English barley was Is 
dearer. Beans were 6d cheaper.

MAYOR COOPER MAKES AN ADDRESS 


And Then Names His Standing Committees— 
/ A Lively Session and the Result—-How 
the New Members Acted. 


‘There wore lively times at the city hall yes- } held 
terday afternoon, in which both the old and 
new council took prominent parts, in the pres- 
ence of a large and enthusiastic audience. 

The old council died hard, and the new one 
came in with a rush. 

It was just half-past two whenMayor Cooper 
called the body to order, and nearly every seat 
in the hall was then occupied. The old mem- 
bers were all in their accustomed seats, except 
Mr. Collier, of the aldermanic board, who is 
out of the city. The members-elect were scat- 
tered abont in the hall, talking to their friends 
and quieting their nerves for the swearing in 
ordeal. As the clerk was calling the roll 
Mayor Cooper glanced over the large audience, 
picking out the gentlemen who will assist him in 
conducting the affairs of the city for the next 
year, and at the conclusion of thé roll he 
remarked: : 

THE NEW.ONES ASKED UP. 

“The members-elect, both aldermen and 
councilmen will find seats inside this horse 
shoe bend. Letthem come in and learn the 
ropes. Mr. Morris, the messenger, will supply 
them with chairs,unless he is too busy marking 
their votes next July a year.”

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Does It Pay to Strike? 

The annual report of the federal labor 
bureau makes interesting reading. 

It covers the strikes and lockouts in the 
United States for the six years beginning 
with 1881 and ending with 1886. During 
the whole period there were 22,337 estab- 
lishments in which strikes oceurred, and 
2,182 in which lockouts were tried. During 
3887 there was a great falling off in the 
number of strikes. The total number of 
strikers was 1,518,624, while those locked 
out numbered 159,543. 

The commissioner goes on to say: 

Many difficulties were found in ascertaining the 
@xact loss of employes, but the information secured 
shows the loss to them for the six years was $51,816,- 
165, while the loss to employes through locxouts for 
the same period was $8,132,717, or a total wage loss 
to employes through strikes and lockouts for the six 
Fears covered of $59,948,882. The sum of $3,325,057 
was expended in assistance to strikers, so far as as- 
ye eae The employers’ losses through strikes 

rt the six years amounted to $90,732,658, and 
throngh lockouts to $3,432,261, being a total loss to 
employers in establishments where strikes and lock- 
outs occurred of $34,164,914. 

It will be seen from the foregoing that the 
strikers lost about $7,000,000 more than 
their eryloyers lost. The employers were 
capital istpand they could afford to lose. 
The strikers were poor men and what they 
Jost they never recovered. 

The lesson to be learned from these cold 
facts and figures is so plain that it hardly 
needs be stated. _ With such a record it is 
not surprising that the number of strikes 
showed a heavy falling off in. 1887, and we 
may expect to see a greater decrease during 
the present year.

Cotton Production. ‘ 

The New York Financial Chronicle has 
been discussing a recent article by David A. 
Wells, who has been making some remarks 
on the overproduction of cotton. The 
Chronicle says there has been no overpro- 
duction of cotton. The consumption tends 
to trench more and mose closely upon, the 
limits of the available supply. In October, 
1872, after a crop of 6,277,000 bales, the 
supply carried over, visible and invisible, 
amounted to 2,453,000 bales. For the next 
five years the supply did not fall below 2,- 
300,000 bales. But in more reeent times, 
even after the enormous erop of 1883 (10,- 
408,000 bales), the amount carried over was 
only 2,405,000, or less than it was in 1872; 
while in subseqnent years it has not reached 
2,000,000; and, including the current year, 
has probably not averaged 1,850,000, of 
which over 650,000 bales is invisible. 

This shows a loss of nearly 600,000 bales 
since 1885, about all of it in the visible sup- 
ply, leaving only about 1,200,000 bales in 
sight (that is stock in ports and afloat all 
over the world) for spinners’ current tak- 
ings—a wholly inadequate amount for the 
free working of the mills, as each summer 
proves, andevery one in the trade knows. 
Compare the years of commercial depres- 
sion now with those of the preceding period 
of the same character, and itis found that 
the absolute surplus has diminished 20. per 
cent, that the total crop has increased 
about 40 per cent, and that the proportion 
of surplus to total erop has diminished 50 
per cent. Whatever such facts mean, they 
clearly do not mean relative overproduc- 
tion. 

With regard to changes in the cost of pro- 
duction, it is more difficult to get positive 
evidence. On many plantations it has un- 
doubtedly been reduced. People are laerning 
how to use free Jabor and intelligent meth- 
ods of cultivation. Yet it must be remem- 
bered that the decisive element in the effect 
on the price of our agricultural products, is 
the cost of that part of the supply which. is 
produced at the greatest. disadvantage, and 
it is a question whetherthe majority of 
planters are cultivating cotton at any less cost 
than in 1873. But that inquiry need not 
be pressed, since the decline in price is so 
material, and the decline, if any, in eost of 
production must be so slightas to make it 
obvious that the lower cotton quotations 
cannot be accounted for on the theory of a 
less expenditure of capital and labor in pro- 
duction. 

The Chronicle,in its weekly review gf 
the cotton movement says that for the week 
ending December 30, the total receipts have 
reached 188,824 bales, against 292,859 bales 
last week, 213,902 bales the previous week 
and 240,019 bales three weeks since, mak- 
ing the total receipts since the Ist of Sep- 
tember, 1887, 3,985,550 bales against 3,755,- 
798 bales for the same period of 1886, show- 
ing an inerease since September 1, 1887, 
of 229,752 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
130,088 bales, of which 96,819 were to 
Great Britain, 6,689 to France and 26,590 
to the restof the continent. The imports 
into continental ports this week have been 
55,000 bales, 

There has been a decrease in the cotton 

in sight of 159,681 bales as compared with 
the same date of 1886, an increase of 26,454 
bales as compared with she corresponding 
date of 1885 and a deerease of 9,073 bales 
as compared with 1884. 
; Theold interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 5,688 bales and are tonight 
58,850 bales more than at the same period 
last year. The recéipts at the same towns 
have been 8,795 bales less than the same 
week last year, and since September 1 . the 
receipts at all the towns are 201,620° bales 
more than for the same peried in 1886. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
sinee September 1, 1887, are 4;455,603 
bales; in 1886 were 4,151,303 bales; in 1885 
were 4,154,449 bales; although the rece pts 
at the outports the past week were 188,824 
bales, the actual movement from planta- 
tions was. only 179,029 bales, the balance 
being taken from the stocks at the interior 
towns. Last year the receipts fromthe 
plantations for the same weck were 246,649 
bales and for 1585 they were 212,090 bales.

Another Railroad for Atlanta. 

- The closing out of the entire issue of the 
consolidated first mortgage bonds of the 
Marietta and North Georgia Railway com- 
pany, at $3,300,000, makes certain the early 
completien of that road as a most important 
trunk line, and gives not only to Atlanta, 
but fd the state, the promise of one of the 
most valuable of southern roads, 

The sale of the bonds was negotiated by 
|Mr. James U. Jackson, the shrewd young 

vice-president of the road, and the deal is 
_ one of the most important, in which south- 
ern development is involved, that has ever 
been made on Wall street. Of course, with 
such a basis, the future of the road is not a 
question of uncertainty; the placing of such 
a solid support of capital behind it, means 
that it will be pushed to the full extent of 
its legitimate territory, which comprises the 
section through which it. is intended that 
the road shall be ran—between Atlanta and 
Knoxville. The possibilities of such a road 
have too often been discussed in these 
columns torequire further notice now to 
show the wisdom of the management of the 
road in deciding to extend. te Atlanta and 
to Knoxville, and to broaden the gauge of 
the road, and make it in everyway a first 
class trunk line. 

During the last session of the legislature, 
the Marietta and North Georgia road ap- 
plied for an amendment to its charter, ask- 
ing for the, privilege of making such exten- 
sions as are now in contemplation. The 
bill was opposed vigorously, .principaily on 
the ground that the road did not really pro- 
pose to make such extensions, but that the 
application was made simply in the interest 
of these who desired to secure a rénewal of 
the lease of the State road at a lower figure 


there was no probability of competition. 
Some thought that even if the road was in 
earnest, it would decrease the value of the 
State road to allow competition, and conse- 
quently opposed the bill, which came near 
passing anyway, and probably would have 
passed with a full vote. 

That the legislature made a mistake in 
not granting the privilege, is generally ad- 
mitted. Fortunately the road can build to 
Atlanta on either@f several charters, or under 
the general railroad law. , Now that the 
good faith of the road has been shown, we 
hope that the state will soon realize the ad- 
vantages which will follow its completion.

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The Old Showman Tells 100 Children of His 
Own Experiences “‘Long, Long Ago.” 


From the New York World. 

Phineas T. Barnum, the veteran showman: 
last night laid aside ,his {personality of show- 
man and became the show, to the delight and 
amusement of one hundred Sunday-school 
children of the church of the Messiah. 

Rey. Mr. Collyr introduced the speaker, and 
Mr. Barnum arose and complimented him on 
his successful venture as an amateur showman. 
The speaker dwelt on the necessity and the in- 
fluence of Sunday-schools. The Sunday-chools 
of today, he said, differed greatly from the one 
he attended when a stripling; but then that 
was so long, long ago. In those days no rubi- 
cund stove diffused its radiant wamth and no 
register tempered the wintry chillof the room. 
There was no fire at all, but the children—like 
the good children they were in those days—sat 
unmurmuringly and patted their feet or blew 
on their fingers, but never failed faithfully to 
have their lessons and be prompt in giving 
their scriptural quotations. 

Another feature of the old days was the giv- 
ing of a mill to deserving scholars. A mill was 
a tenth of a cent and is only a name now, but 
in those days it amounted to something, at 
least. Fortunate and happy was the urchin 
who gained the distinction of having received 
ten mills—a cent. Even nowadays a cent is | 
a very small amount, but then this hap- 

ned long, long ago, and the cent entitled the 

istinguished holder to a catechism. 

Then Mr. Barnum drifted off into telling 
funny stories, at which he wasa signal success, 
from a juvenile point of view, at least. One 
story, the incidents of which were supposed to 
have happened long, long ago, too, treated of 
a negro preachcr who was continually mixing 
his figures of speech. He, by way of an illus- 
tration, told his congregation of a woman that 
fell from a building twenty stories high. 
When she reached the earth she struck with 
considerable force and the shock was so great 
as to shatter her into a thousand pieces. She 
felt broken up about it, but could donothing in 
the matter, so the people came and gathered 
the frafiments into seven baskets. And the 
good preacher ended by asking: ‘In the last 
day, who shall claim this woman as his own ?”’

NO NEGRO PARTY. 
A Colored Orator Who Does Not 
Believe in It. 


SOME EMANCIPATION DAY EXERCISES 


Rev. C. N. Grandison’s Plain Talk to Hi, 
Negro Brethren—Exercises at Loyd Street 
Church and at Atianta University. 


The colored residents of Atlanta, in accord- 
ance with their custom for several years past, 
celebrated the proclamation of their emanci- 
pation yesterday. 

The Fulten Guards, Captain Andrew Hill, 
and Georgia Cadets, Captain M. H. Bentley, 
formed in front of the capitol, and was ex- 
pected to have reached the church at 1:50, 
but did not arrive until nearly 3 o’clock. Loya 
street church was densely packed, the stu- 
dents of Clark university, Atlanta university 
and Spelman seminary being out, in addition 
to large numbers of residents of the city. 

R. J. Henry presided and 8. W. Easley, Jr., 
acted as secretary. 

At 1:30 the exercises began. 

Rev. George Standing, paster of Loyd street 
church, gave the audience a hearty welcome. 

“The Methodist church gave Lincoln and his 
cause more men than any other denomination, 
and his best advisers were from that denomi- 
nation,” said the preacher. “The Methodist 
church has expended more money for the edu- 
cation of the colored race than any other. It 
is appropriate, then, that this meeting should 
be held in it,” and he reiterated his welcome. 

Then followed singing by thestudents of At- 
lanta university, and pb quartette from Clark 
university, oy by Rev. E. R. Carter and 
the reading of the emancipation proclamation 
by Rev. J. 8. Flipper. 

Professor John W. Young, of Atlanta uni- 
versity, read an original poem on the ‘‘sweet 
day that brought freedom.’’ He urged that 
they ‘“‘be workers, not shirkers,’’ earnest, 
thrifty and economical. 

Rev. C. N. Grandison, originally of North 
Carolina, now of Clark university, who fig- 
ured quite prominent in the late campaign, 
was the 

ORATOR OF THE EVENING. 

He compared the declaration of independ- 
ence with Lincoln’s emancipation prociama- 
tion. She first declared the political freedom 
of a nationO the latter the physical freedom of 
a race. 

“Slavery,” he said, ‘‘was the result of man’s 
inhumanity to man. Slavery,in its earliest 
fcrm, was where men was made captives in 
war. Negroslavery was the result of greed 
and avarice. Freedom, like truth, may be 
suppressed, but never crushed. I admire 
President Lincoln for his fidelity to the union, 
for he thought more of the union than he did 
of all the negroes in Africa and this country 
put together. Asa statesmanapd a hero, 
admire President Lincoln—asa ppilanthropist, 
I hold it in*qualitied reservation?’ 

‘The whites,’’ he continued, ‘‘are slow to 
apprehend the rights of the negro. 

“The negro does not ask for special legisla- 
tion, but they demand that no obstacle be 
placed to impede their progress, and that their 
manhood be recognized. 

‘You cannot educate men and then deprive 
them of their God-given rights. It is not the 
ignorant man Who is asking for better accom- 
modations at the hotels, in the cars and in 
waiting rooms, but the educated negro. You 
must either cease to educate the negro, or give 
him his manhood rights. You cannot stop the 
first. You may, ought and must give him the 
last. Ifever a conflict is brought on (which I 
devoutly hope never will) it will be led by ed- 
ucated men. Education makes a man discon- 
tented with a life of bondage. I do not incite 
or urge such a course, but men will ride 

UP TO THEIR SKIRTS IN BLOOD 
to secure their rights. The great danger in my 
opinion, is that they may become imbued with 
socialism and anarchism,’’ 

The speaker then referred to a comparison 
drawn between negroes converted to the Mo- 
hammedan faith and the Christian religion. (5 

‘The Mohammedans, like the Jews, reject- 
ed all pictorial illustrations, and allowed their 
converts to believe that the Savior was of their 
own color. The Christiins fhanded_ salvation 
to the negro on a pole, and gave him another 
form of degradation. God, our Savior and the 
angels were all portrayed as white men. The 
negroes in Cleveland, Ohio, have formed a 
blue-vein society. Down south-we have organ- 
ized a black-vein society. 

‘‘Philosophers,’ philanthropists and fools 
will do well to remember that amon 
the negroes there are very few atheists. 
don’t wish to marry any white man’s daughter. 
I wish to say—and I am responsible alone for 
the statement—you need not look for salvation 
to any political party. All that any party cares 
for you is your vote. It is not best for the 
negro to vote solid. I do not believe any more 
in a solid negro vote than I do in a solid Irish, 
German or Italian vote. All are dangerous 
and menacing to peace. This is the people’s 
country. Don’t pin your faith to any man’s 
wei 6 Don’t bother yourself about politics, 

ut fit yourself for the enjoyment of the rights 
and duties of citizenship. I do not believe 
with T. Thomas Fortune that the negroes 
should band. themselves together to be 
bought and __ sold. You need not 
seek political salvation in the 
north. Industrially, the: north is no 
better disposed to you than the south. In a 
Cincinnati or Cleveland paper, in a column or 
two of advertisements of “servants wanted,’’ 
they are specified ‘‘white.’’ The south is the 
negros’ home. Here is where he must obtain 
his full-fledged manhood. We must educate 
the head, the heart and the hand. Keep your 
boys out of the chaingang by making them go 
to work. Cultivate principles of soung morali- 
ty, Build good houses. Cultivate ffiendship 
with your next door neighbor. The south will 
yet outdo the north in generous treatment of 
you. Getupout of the ashes of mourning, 
cast off ignorance and superstition, and gird 
yourselves for the duties and responsibilities 
of life’s battle.’’ 

These remarks were enthusiastically _re- 
ceived, and the speaker was heartily congrat- 
ulated by many of his hearers. 

C. H. J. Taylor, United States minister to 
Liberia, was introduced, and made a brief 
speech, which greatly pleased his hearers. His 
arguments were full of the sound sense which 
has characterized his utterances since his 
arrival here. 

After returning thanks to the speakers, the 
students for their attendance and tothe church, 
the benediction was pronounced and the meet- 
ing was at an end.

Judge Clarke Reaches a Decision in the Case 
of Lowry, Administrator, vs. Simmons, 


In the superior court chambers yesterday, 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke finished the case of 
Lowry, administrator, vs. Simmons, and ap- 
pointed a receiver to hold, pending litigation, 
the $10,000 paid into court by the United 
States Life Insurance company. 

The case has excited much interest. in busi- 
ness andinsurance circles. The facts are suc- 
cinctly these: The seventh of December, 
1886, Laban F. Smith had issued upon 
his life a policy in the United States Life in- 
surance company, and the 19th of February 
thereafter assigned said policy to ©. J. Sim- 
mons, the latter agrecing, as he says, to pay 
the premiums on this ten-thousand-dollar pol- 
icy; and also to pay the premiums on a fifteen- 
thousand-dollar policy on the life of Smith in 
the Northwestern Life insurance company, 
which policy Smith had taken out. This bill 
was filed by R. J. Lowry, administrator of 
Laban F. Smith, to set aside the assignment 
of the $10,000 to Simmons on the ground that 
the assignment of the policy for this 
large amount, under the circum- 
stances. was & mere wager upon 
human life and was void; that it put Simmons 
in the attitude of having more interest in the 
some of Mr. Smith than the continuance of 
his life. 

Judge Clarke thought the transaction one of 
speculative insurance, and granted the com- 
plainant’s es fora permanent receiver, and 
appointed E.H. Thornton the permanent re- 
celver, 

Judge George Hillyer represented Mr. Sim- 
mons. Mr. Frank Arnold appeared for Mr. 
Lowry. 

It ig not known whether the defendant will 
file a bill of exceptions to tins ruling of Judge 
Clarke.
